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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Claims 20 through 30 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b), 
as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply filed on April 23^^**, 
2003. In reference to claim 20, the applicant claims a stiffening bead between the other 
elongated edge and the slots which defines a non-elected species as stated in the applicant's 
specification "In one embodiment, a stiffening bead is located between the other elongated edge 
and the slots." 

However in reference to claim 1 8 the examiner agrees with the examiner that claim 1 8 
should not have been withdrawn from examination and will be examined as proper. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 18 and 34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Yasuhiko Patent No. JP05099581 in view of Shigenaka et al. US Patent No. 5,617,916. 

Yasuhiko discloses the applicant's invention as claimed with the exception of providing 
slots that have flange free edges brazed to the tube runs. 

Shigenaka discloses a fin tube heat exchanger that does provide slots that have flange free edges 
brazed to the tube runs. Therefore it would be obvious to modify Yasuhiko' s invention by 
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providing slots that have flange free edges brazed to the tube runs in order to improve the heat 
transfer coefficient.
